Scattering Lots Remaining Are Largely 


Held By Farmers At Prices Higher 
Than Going Figures—Packers En- 
joying a Liberal Business ' In Old 
Goods—Shipments From Edjjerton. 


The buying of the '98 tobacco crop 


seems to be about over for the- present 
The crop is cleaned up closer in the 
growing districts than for some seasons 
past and the scattering lots remaining 
are largely field by farmers at prices 
higher than the going figures. 
Most of 


the dealers who have been riding the 
growing sections for several months 
past are retiring from the field and the 
campaign may.be said to be about over. 


There is work in the packing houses 


for several weeks yet, making one of the 
busiest years in the tobacco towns they 
have ever had. 


At Edgerton more than 90 per cent 


of a crop that yielded nearly 115,000 
cases has been handled and packed in 
the local warehouses. This has fur- 
nished three months or more work for 
4,000 to 5,000 hands at a dull time of 
the year when little would be doing at 
any other business. Half of the help 
has-, been female and would 'otherwise 
not have been employed, though they 
average upwards of $1 a day at tobacco 
assorting. 


Packers in that city are rejoicing a 


liberal business in old goods, though 
the transactions have generally been in 
small lots to manufacturers. F. S 
Bains bougt 188 cases '97, put up by A. 
G. Estee at Madison. About seventy- 
five cases of '97 delivered at this market 
brought the growers 8i cents. The 
shipments out of storage reach twenty- 
six carloads, 1,289 cases from that sta- 
tion to all points for the week, and the 
receipts from outlying points for hand- 
ling in this market were fifty carloads. 
Last week 850 cases of cigar leaf were 
exported from New York.

Worms are great promot- 
ers »f vegetation by .boring, perforat- 
ing,, and loosening the soil, and ren- 
dering it pervious to rains and the 
fibres' of plants, by drawing straws and 
stalks of leaves and twigs into it, and, 


. most of all, by throwing up such in- 


finite numbers of lumps of earth called 
•worm casts, which form- a fine manure 
for grain and grass. The earth with- 
out worms would soon become cold, 
hard-bound, void of fermentation, and 


. consequently sterile; this has occurred 


in many cases where the worms have 
•been either accidentally or intention- 
" ally destroyed, and the fertility, of the
